At the Hotel Jefferson, where the 
usual Monday evening supper dance was 
being held” last night, the crowd of 
guests that Glled the main dining room 
were told y that drinks would not 
be served after midnight. 

Advocates and opponents of the pro- 
posed ordinamtces issued statements last 
night predicting a victory for the side 
each represented. Felix P. Lawrence, 
president of the United Welfare Associ- 
ation, which originated the segregation 
movement, said the two ordinances 
would be adopted if more than 3,00 
votes were cast. He estimated the to- 


estimate the vote. 


Eetimaete on Vote. 


Election Commissioner May estimated 
that about 70.000 votes would be cast. 
Commissioner Drabelie believed the vote 
would be heavier than that. 

Reports from several polling places 
were received unofficially at 


voted against it. 
In precinct $ of Ward 1, 38 votes had 
been cast at 8 o'clock. All were votes 
of negroes and all were said to pe 
against segregation. In a precint of th 
Twenty-seventh Ward, at Minerva ena 
Goodfellow avenues, 4 votes had been 
cast, all for segregation. 
One of the two ordinances. provides 
that no negro or white person may ac- 
quire residence in a block occupied sole- 
ly by persons of the opposite color. The 
other provides that no negro or white 
person shall acquire residence in a block 
in which 75 per cent of the buildings 
are occupied by persons of the opposite 
color. Both ordinances also apply to 
places of public gatherings. 


Question Over Legality. 

Some question has arisen as to what 
the effect will be if both ordinances are 
adopted, it being held by some lawyers 
that there is a conflict between therm. 
Other attorneys have held that the more 
stringent one would supercede the other. 

The question of the constitutionality 
of segregation has been raised during 
the campaign and opinions of Appellate 
Courts have been cited tn an effort ic 
show that neither ordinance would be 
constitutional

Latest Reply to United States in Submarine Con-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.--Following| 
are the principal points in the note pre- 
sented yesterday to Secretary Lansing 
by Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, on the new German «aub- 
marine campaign against armed mer- 
chantmen, beginning at midnight to- 
night: 

The note says Germany can conceive 
of no reason for changing or postponing 
the new instructions to her submarine 
commanders to treat as warship enemy 
merchant ships armed ‘‘defensively,’ 
and that special precautions have been 
taken to prevent ships which are not 
armed from being attacked. 

The note reiterates previous pledges 
for the safety of unresisting liners given 
Sept, 1 and Oct. 3 of last year, and 
then goes on to say the German Gov- 
ernment does not believe those assur- 
ances have been modified by the. new 
memorandum. 

During the negotiations over the Lu- 
sitania, it says, no mention was made 
of armed merchantmen, and that the 
United States is one of its notes on the 
Lusitania mentioned unarmed mer- 
chantmen. Attention then is called to 
assurances previously given, in which 
it is stated that liners will not begsunk 
without warning, provided they do not 
offer resistance. 


Statement by U. 8. Cited. 


Attention also is called to the state- 
ment of the American Government in its 
notice to port authorities that the ‘pres- 
ence of armament on board a merchant 


vessel is armed for offense. 

It is stated that a submarine com- 
mander cannot be expected to warn an 
enemy merchantman which has a right 
to fire on the submarine which warns 
it and the German Government sets up 
the contention that equipment and in- 
tention to resist a warning given by 
a submarine does not come within the 
definition of defensive armament.

“Under the present circumstan- 
ces, therefore, the reasons on ac- 
count of which armed merchant- 
men were admitted on the same 
basis as peaceful trading ships ex- 
ist no longer. Furthermore, it is 
a recognized principle of interna- 
tional law that when the reason 
for the existence of a law ceases, 
the law itself is abolished. In the 
present case this means that the 
non-admission of armed merchant- 
men does not imply a change of 
international law made by a one¢- 
sided declaration of one or some 
few of the parties concerned, bit 
is simply the application of recog- 
nized principles of international 
law.”’

U.S.WON’T HAMPER 
BRITAIN, 2 BERLIN 
OFFICIALS DECLARE 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London. Feb, 2.—The 
Associated Press is informed by Ger- 
many’s leading statesmen that the new 
rule of submarine warfare which was 
announced in the Germany memoran- 
dum regarding the future ‘treatment of 
armed merchantmen, will positively be 
put im effect at midnight tonight. 

At that time the period of warning for 
neutrals, giving them opportunity to 


ladvise their nationals not to travel on 
’armed merchantmen, will expire. 


For several days there has been more 
than a possibility that Germany at the 
last moment might make a proposal 
that she would discontinue practices of 
reprisal and sink no merchant ships— 
freighters or passenger liners-—without 
first halting the vessel for examination 
and putting the crew in a place of safe- 


ty as in the old style of naval warfare, 
if the allies would remove armament 
from merchantmen. It was thought En- 
gland might accept this proposal or that 
the United States and other neutrals 
would be convinced, if England refused, 
that she had no intention of discontin- 
uing the use of armament for offensive 
purposes. 
One Way Out. 

This might possiblyshave given Pres- 
ident Wilson proof that an armament 
on @ merchantman was not used purely 
for defense, and thus enable the Presi- 
dent to reconcile the two conflicting 
viewpoints regarding the impropriety of 
merchantmen carrying armament an 
the possibility of the United States alter- 
ing the established law of nations. 

Publication of President Wilson's lIet- 
ter to Senator Stone, however, apparent- 
ly convinced Germany's leading states- 
men that no assistance was to be ex- 
pected from Washington in ending the 
present anomalous situation regarding 
rules of submarine warfare and that ft 
was useless to make proposals the only 
result of which would to give 
England more time to replenish her 
stores while a discussion was in prog- 
ress at Washington and London. 


Hew Officials Look at It. 


At least two of the highest officials 
directly concerned appear tc be con- 
vinced that Washington has no desire 
to embarrass Great Britain in the con- 
duct of the war or to do anything which 
might permit Germany to use the sub- 
marine in warfare against commerce. 

Newspapers and the German public 
generally are primed for a spectacular 
opening of the new submarine vampaign 
‘The reader of the average newspaper 
‘might expect to find the columns of plz 
newspaper on Thursday too small to 
contain full account of the merchantmen 
sunk by Germany’s big fleet 
| submarines on the first day of ths 
campaign. It may be doubted, how- 
ever, whether the campaign will set in 
with such vigor, and it would be no 
surprise if some time passes without 
an incident of such a character as to 
force the United States to act on Presi- 
flent Wilson’s declarations. 

No Hepe for Change. 

Such, at least, appears to be the hope 
of the leading German statesmen. They 
bave little expectation that the Presi- 
dent will change his attitude even after 
the receipt of the justificatory evidence 
attached to the German memorandum ir 
the form of appendices, which apparent- 
ly were not contained in the American 
embassy’s cablegram giving the text of 
the memorandum itself and is being for- 
warded by mail. 

It is not believed that Americans will

German statesmen apparently hope 
that by the exercise of a certain amvuunt 
of circumspection matters may drift 
along for a time without conflict, that 
Americans of their own accord will avoid 
steamships belonging to the belligerents 
and that in such incidents as do occur, 
it may be possible for Germany to prove 
that the ships in question violated rules 
of warfare and acted offensively.

Orders Placed for Metal Since 
Beginning of the Year Aggre- 
gate $240,000,000. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 29.—Orders aggre- 
gating 4,000,000 tons, valued at $240,000,000, 
have been placed in the steel market 


since Jan. 1, and the crest of the boom 
has not yet been reached, according to 
statements made here today by leaders 
in the industry. 

The orders placed in the last 
months indicate ‘profits to the mills of 
$80,000,000, half of which is expected to 
flow into the coffers of the United 
States Steel Corporation. Even this tre- 
mendous tide of prosperity, it is de- 
clared, will -be surpassed before the 
closé of the year. It is pointed out that | 
prices have advanced $5 and $10 since 
New Year’s day and further advances 
are looked for in the near future, which 
will eclipse the record of 1899 and 1900.

The prosperity in the steel market 
has also spread to the pig iron indus- 
try, which is reviving after a period of 
depression. In the last 10 days sales in 
all distributing districts have aggregated 
300,000 tons, more than half of which was 
steel-making iron. The totd sales in 
February were in excess of 800,000 tons 
and since the first of January 1,250,/00 
tons. It is pointed out also that the 
sieel companies generally manufacture 
their own pig metal and are dependent 
upon the open market for only a frac- 
tion of their requirements. About one- 
fourth of the total production of pig 
iren is sold on the open market. 

The production and consumption of pig 
iron last year was record-breaking and 
open market sales were in excess of 
7,000,000 tons. Steel men predict that the 
1916 production will surpass this record.

WO photoplay versions of literary 
ay classics, both worthy of their orig- 
inals and both unusually well 
worth seeing, are being displayed this 
week in two St. Louis moving picture 
houses. They are “Don Quixote,’”’ at 
the King's Theater, with DeWolf Hop- 
per in the title role, and ‘Silas Marner’ 
at the New Grand Central, with Fred- 
erick Warde in the leading part. 

From. Casey-at-the-Bat to Cervantes 
isn’t such a far cry,.except In the mere 
matter of years. In both, action is the 
main thing, and DeWolf Hopper has the 
action required for portraying the 
knight errant of La Mancha, as he had 
for the baseball epic of Mudville. 
‘Hepper’s film characterization of Don 
Quixote is a blend of his performances 
in “Pl Capitan” and “The Charlatan,” 
on the musical comedy stage, with an 
added touch of benevolent lunacy. Sore 
of the scenes in which he and his faith- 
ful Squire, Sancho Panza, appear, fol- 
low quite closely the model of Gustave 
Dore’s pictures, which are familiar to 
many who have never read the rich hu- 
mor of. the text. 

This play presents but a part of Cer- 
vantes’ chronicle. It shows the adven- 
ture of the windmill, the mishaps of 
the inn, where Sancho was tossed in @ 
blanket, the release of the prigoners and 
the part which Don Quixote took in 
straightening the twisted love affairs 
of Don Fernando and Dorothea, Carde- 
nio and Lucinda. Then the hero is 
brought back to the inn, where he dies 
from a wound. 

In the adventure of the windmill the 
spectator sees not only the revolving 
arms of the mill, but, thanks to the 
subtleties of the “‘movie”’ art, he also 
sees the evil-visaged giant whom Don 
Quixote saw plainly in the shape of the 
mill, but whom the unimaginative San- 
cho could not see. After being unhorsed, 
the knight returns to the attack, and 
is carried twice around by one/of the 
mill’s arms—or is it a substitute, pos- 
sibly a dummy, who gets this thrilling 
ride? 

Fights upon fights, and pell-mell pur- 
suits, of the sort dear to the movie di- 
rector’s heart, are plentiful. But this 
should not cause anyone to accuse Hop- 
per of “rough-housing’’ the Spanish 
classic, as Geraldine Farrar has been 
accused of ‘“rough-housing’’ Carmen. 
Cervantes’ own text supplies all the ac- 
tion, all the “pep” and “punch” re- 
quired by any maker of films. He was 
the David W. Griffith of his time, and K 
was not his fault that cameras and 
*“¢lose-ups’’ had not been invented then. 

Sancho is portrayed in a manner 
which hardly realizes. the . possibilities 
of the part, though. the Squire's facial 
work is good in some scenes, particular- 
ly when he imagines himself King of 
the “island’’ which his maste is always 
about to conquer. The Lady Dulcinea 
del Toboso is a serving maid of low de- 
gree, but she is not the strapping wench 
of whom Cervantes wrotg, and she 
seemed rather to like the knignt’s at- 
tentions, perhaps because they made her 
bumpkin suitor jealous. Some fine bits 
of California scenery, in which flocks of 
goats appear, help to supply the Spanish 
atmosphere. The Don’s horse, Rosi- 
nante, is a bit too well fed, but Sancho’s 
donkey, Dapple, fits the role perfectly. 

George Eliot's ‘Silas Marner” is a 
work of a totally different character. 
The film version is notable, for the act- 
ing of Frederick Warde, as Marner. He 
appears first as the hard-working, hope- 
ful weaver in an English village, then as 
the miser, embittered by false accusa- 
tions and betrayed friendship, and final- 
ly as the old man, made happy by the 
love of a waif whom a stotm ‘had driven 
The support is excellent, 
and the costumes and surroundings of 
the England of a half century 
ago are most pleasingly pro- 
duced. A fox hunt and a fatal plunge 
into a quarry pit, followed by the find- 
ing of a skeleton there in later years, 
arg included in the outdoor scenes.

OVER SNOW FIELD 
LOOKED KE SHEEP 


Soldier at Verdun Describes Ter- 
rible Havoc Wrought by the | 
French Artillery. 


PARIS. Feb. 29.—A combatant who 
Was in one of the most advancea 
trenches early in the battle of Verdun 
and who has returned to Paris wound- 


ed gives his experience as follows: 

“At dawn we received orders to leave 
the trench and to retire to a strong posi- 
tion in the Vaux Woods in front of 
Doaumont. Bending low we retired the 
four or five kilometers through the 
snow without much loss. Once in the 
new trenches we could not hear one 
another speak, so great was the noise 
of the cannonading, and when we looked 
through the periscopes we could only 
see hea‘yy clouds of smoke shutting out 
the sky, with jets of fire flashing 
through the snowflakes. 

“There were about a dozen of us in 
the trench and we felt the suppressed 
emotion so much that at last we ail 
burst out singing, and yet none of us 
could hear a word spoken, even by him- 
self. 

“Then we saw the Germans coming 
on. They were in such masses that 
they looked like a flock of sheep. When 
our guns began to speak, white empty 
spaces showed among the gray of the 
advancing masses; but they were soon 
filled up by fresh patches of gray. As 
they neared our barbed wire our ma- 
chine guns opened fire and we had to 
cover our ears with anything that came 
handy, the noise now was so tremen- 
dous. 

“T felt no fear but I had no feelings 
or thoughts, only a sort of buzzing and 
vertigo. When night came on and the 
flares lighted up the field, the Germans 
seemed to be quite close, but it was an 
optical illusion. They advanced very 
bravely, waving their rifles or leaping 


»11as they passed over the heaps of dead. 


I was knocked over by a shell and had 
my arm broken, and as the trench was 
completely déstroyed I crawled away 
and met an armored automobile which 
took me to Verdun.”’ 


Slaughter Was Awful. 
‘Tt fought since the beginning of the 


war,” says a soldier who has returned 
to Paris and who was present at the 
fighting at Ornes. 

“I saw the shambles at Suippes and 
Souain. They were nothing to what I 
saw liast week. The enemy advanced 
and we retired under orders, but we 
killed them by the dozen. It was so 
terrible that I, who have watched my 
comrades fall around me almost with 
indifference, shudder as my memory 
recalls those scenes. 

‘“‘As their battalions advanced upon us 
they were in serried masses, by files of 
2%. The shrapnel from our 75-millimeter 
guns and the projectiles from our heavy 
artillery fell among them and you could 
see the great gaps as if a mower had 
passed with a scythe. Then high ex- 
plosive shells which burst on contact 
fell and limbs shot into the air. We 
were so close that pieces of their torn 
fiesh fell among us. Eventually we 
reached Moncourt and took shelter for 
a time in a wood. Although it was 3 
o’clock in the morning, the bursting 
shells made it clear as day, giving the 
battlefield the aspect or a fairy scene. 


Shella Fired Into Masses, 
“From behind us trench artiilers 


fired into the German masses, the Ger- 
man shells flying over our heads to- 
ward the Douaumont section. Then our 
machine guns placed in batteries every 
five yards began to play and we saw the 
dead in groups upright where there was 
not room to fall. From Moncourt I fol- 
lowed the supply road to Fleury, where 
I took the light railway toward Verdun. 
The heavy guns near Douaumont and 
Damloup were firing as fast as they 
could be loaded. When we passed be- 
tween the points the air pressure, pro- 
duced by the continuous discharges, was 
so terrific that blood rushed from our 
ears and our lungs almost ceased work- 
ing.’’ 

“Do you know about the trick we 
played on the Germans on Cuares 
Wood?’ was the question with which a 
French soldier, who had been in the 
Verdun fighting, introduced today his 
account of an incident at the front. 

“Well, to the north of Verdun,” he 
said, ‘‘a little beyond Beaumont, lies 
Caures Wood. It was a point to which 
the Germans devoted special attention 
and therefore everything was done to 
give them as good a reception as possi- 
ble. 

“While our infantry on the fringe of 
the wood held off the enemy, a Lieuten- 
ant of engineers and his men made their 
final preparation in the wood which had 
been carefully mined beforehand. When 
all was ready the infantry fell back and 
the Germans, convinced that our men 
were bolting, tore after them in the 
woods, yelling exultantly. 


“When the last Frenchman was safe.| 


ly out of the wood someone posted near 
Beaumont pressed a button. There was 
a heavy boom and trees mingled with 
bodies shot into the air. Virtually ev- 
ery man of the enemy in the wood had 
been killed."’ 

“A Frightful Massacre.” 

One aged woman had refused to <0) 
when the civilians were ordered from 
Verdun, stating that she was resigned 
to die, but her maid, who herself was 
62 years old, pleaded with her and final. 
ly placed her In a wheelbarrow and 
wheeled her eight miles through snow 
and mud to safety. 

“A frightful massacre,"’ is how the 
German soldiers taken prisoner in the 
battle of Verdun described the effect of 
the French artillery, machine gun and

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Interstate Commerce Board to 
Hoid Hearing on Proposed 
Increase to Granite City. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in Washington today suspended 
the proposed new rates of the Mc- 
Kinley System, by which the com- 
vany sought to increase the rate be- 
tween St. Louis and Granite City 
from 5 cents to 10 cents, according 
to dispatches to the Post-Dispatch. 
Congressmen Igoe, Dyer and Meek- 
er appeared before the commission 
to request the suspension. The date 
for hearing a protest from the city 
of St. Louis will be fixed later. 
The company filed its proposed 
rate with the commission without 
notifying the city. After the limit 
fixed by the commission, within 
which a protest could be filed and 
the rate suspended, the company an- 
nounced its intention of putting the 


new rate into effect tomorrow. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 


suspended the rate until June 29. 

The commission, it was announced, 
will at once inaugurate a thorough in- 
vestigation of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the filing of the tariff and the 
reasonableness of the proposed increase. 
Members of the commission ex- 
pressed surprise that the city author- 
ities of St. Louis, the Business Men’s 
League and other organizations were 
in apparent ignorance of the move 
of the McKinley System to obtain a 
100 per cent increase in this rate 
through the filing of a new tariff. 
They were not aware that the 5-cent 
fare was fixed in the franchise un- 
der which the traction system was 
permitted to enter St. Louis.

WATER INSTEAD OF BY RAIL 


Containers Sent Full From &t. 
Louis to New Orleans and 
Empties Brought Back. 


The steamer Peoria of the Eagle 
Packet Co., which is scheduled to 
leave St. Louis during the day with 
a cargo of freight for New Orleans, 
will carry 325 steel cylinders con- 
taining oxygen gas manufactured in 
St. Louis by the Superior Oxygen Co. 
of Missouri. This shipment will be 
transported by water at a saving of 
nearly $500 under what it would cost 
by rail. 

On its return trip the boat will 
carry an equal number of empty 
oxygen containers, meaning a sav- 
ing of almost as much more. Oxygen 
gas, which is used in cutting and 
welding steel and other metals, is 
shipped in steel cylinders about four 
feet long and the greater part of the 
weight is the cylinders. The average 
tank contains gas worth only $3 or 
$4, while if it is shipped any consid- 
erable distance by rail the freight 
is $1 or more. 

The Superior Oxygen Co., organized 
only a little more than a year ago, is 
manufacturing oxygen by a new 
process directly from the air. It also 
produces nitrogen as a by-product, in 
which the Government is greatly 
terested because of the possibility 
of using this nitrogen in the manu- 
facture of explosives and fertilizers. 
All the machirery used in this proc- 
ess came from Germany. where the 
process was first perfected.

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- BAD CONSERVATION MEASURES. 

The..danger to conservation resulting from 
measures now well advanced toward enactment 
at Washington is not ‘exaggerated in Gifford 
Pinchot’s letter to the Post-Dispatch. 

The most vicious of these measures regulates 
grants for water power in navigable streams. 
It was introduced by John K. Shields of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., a new Senator who does not seem 
to have progressed beyond old ideas for facili- 
tating corporate grabs of natural resources. 

Particularly interesting is the compensation 
which utilities must make under the bill for per- 
mits to dam navigable streams obtained from the 


Secretary of War. 


They are required to pay for any Government 
lands they take near their installations. If the 
Government constructs storage reservoirs or other 
improvements upstream from their works, enD- 
larging the flow of water, they may be required 
to pay a part of the cost proportioned to the bene- 
fits received. To prevent their dams from ob- 
structing navigation, they may be required to 
bvild canals or locks or other works which may 
bave the effect of making navigation conditions 
better than they were previously. They may be 
required to supply light and power for such locks 
o:-other works. 

But for the water power, no matter how valu- 
able, they are not required to pay a cent by way 
of compensation or rental. The grants are vir- 
tually perpetual. For, though they are revok- 
able after 50 years, revocation is attended by such 
formalities, with full payment of the existing 
value of their plants, as to discourage any idea 
of supplanting them. In the remote contingency 
of revocation, the negligible part of the original 
compensation or rental, represented by the cost 
of locks or deepened navigation channels must 
be repaid. 

Water power in the streams of the public ride 
main are dealt with in a separate measure, the 
Ferris bill, which has already passed the House. 
Senate amendments greatly weaken its provis- 
ions. 

Conservation was one of the vital issues of 
the country when the present administration 
took office. On the delay in congressional action, 
the public is inclined to assume a tolerant atti- 
tude and accept as valid excuses the urgency of 
other legislation and the opening of the war. 
But after waiting three years for conservation

I frankly admit thet the pleasures of life de- 
pend upon one’s neighbors, and that unhappiness 
and loss has resulted from the intrusion of the 
negroes, yet I think it more important that the 
community should be just than that such annoy- 
ance should be prevented. In theory of law all 
cltizens are entitled to equal rights, privileges 
and immunities, and though the courts, yielding 
to the pressure of special cases involving pecul- 
far hardships, have taken something from the in- 
tegrity of this great principle, still we should 
incline to regard it jealously, and never lightly 
permit it to be set aside. 

The progress of every great city involves una- 
voidable loss and inconvenience, since the grad- 
val encroachment of the livery stable, grocery, 
drug store, apartment house and factory must 
force every generation to move from the houses 
of its ancestors, yet to attempt to correct such 
troubles by law is to invite others vi @ more seri- 
ous character. 

I believe that the courts will nak, tolerate what 
is proposed. Ordinances must be reasonable. A 
law which restricts the equal rights of citizens— 
impairs the use and value of one man’s property 
in order that another may be free from annoy- 
ance, does not commend itself to the impartial 
mind: I. H. LIONBERGER.

One of the arguments put forth by those who 
would prohibit Americans from using the sea 
for travel except on terms set by other nations 
is that Americans only go abroad to spend 
money.

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UNEQUAL TAXATION. 

St. Louis is now paying far more than the 
city’s fair share of State revenue by reason of the 
high assessment of city property compared with 
the low assessment of property elsewhere. Our 
assessment valuation is more than double that 
of most property outside of the city. 
thirds, while a large amount of country property 
is assessed at one-third of its real value and 
much is assessed at one-quarter. 

If we increase our assessment valuation to the 
full value of property we will greatly increase 
the excess paid by the city into the State Treas- 
ury. The State rate of taxation will remain the 
same, nor can the city control the rate. 

The valuation of all property for tax purposes 
should be equalized, but the city is powerless 
to force equalization. Equality of tax burdens 
is a fundamental right.
